On June 30, 2006, BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc., NuVox Communications, 

Inc., and Xspedius Communications, LLC on Behalf of Its Operating Subsidiaries 

(collectively "Joint Petitioners") asked the Commission for an extension of time in which 

to file disputes which they may have regarding the incorporation of findings of the 

Commission's Qrders into their interconnection agreements.
